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Port Tampa, Fla., April 25.—(Special Staff Correspondence.)—The rush of troops 
to the front and the resistless energy with which supplies are being prepared for 
transport has given to this place the terrible confusion for which war alone is 
responsible. And yet amid all the disorder there is constcntly apparent the 
steady working out of the gO°vernment’s well matured plans—plans which are being 
pushed toward completion so rapidly that even the men who are doing the work 
do not have time to stop to consider when the plunge into active hostilities will 
be made. 

But they hope it will be made quick. Along the endless stretch of water fac- 
ing me as I write this on the deck of the Mascotte the marines from the armed 
government transfer Fern are rolling along with their brothers of firmer step 
from the army camp situated several miles inland, and nine out of ten of them 
have a tiny ribbon badge pinned on their blue shirt front which teads simply: 


“REMEMBER THE MAINE!” 


It isn’t much of a badge—you can Duy twenty of them for a nickel—but there 
is raging hell in the sentiment. It has put fighting blood into the veins of the 
mildest of ffe marines and the most peaceable of the land fighters, and it has 
inspired the officers and men alike with the one ambition of vengeance so bitter 
and vindictive that all they need is the opportunity. On the tents of two non- 
commissioned officers at the big camp of four thousand soldiers last night I sa W 
one hand-printed sign reading: 


“Mister McKinley, turn us loose— 
Got no money, but a damn good excuse.” 


And another containing the same rough sentiment which read: 
“If Mac’ll touch the button, we’ll do the rest.’’ 


-- At the Tampa Camps. 


The very best of order prevails at the camp, however, the soldiers only aiding 
and abetting the confusion which exists everywhere else by contributing their ef- 
fervescent and turbulent personality. Brigad'er General James F. Wade, the 
commanding officer, is a son of the late Senator Ben Wede, of Ohio, and he is 
as good a disciplinarian as he is a brave soldier. With his staff, headed by 
Major Wheeler, of St. Paul, he lives at the Tampa Bay hotel, arid these officers 
have the best of those in camp at about the ratio of sixteen to one. The rates of 
the hotel are officially quoted at $5 per day and upward—mostly upward—and the 
rates in camp are from 75 cents a day down. That is a good deal of difference. 

I spent the most of my last afternoon in camp with the boys of the Fifth, who, 
while their accommodations do not equal those at the Fort McPherson bar- 
racks, are occupying by far the best location of those so far assigned to the 
visiting’ regiments. Two companies belonging to the Fifth are at. Mobile, but will. 
be here this week. Colonel Cook’s appearance does not bear out the official state- 
ment that he is an invalid, and he is particularly anxious to fight. Captain 
Borden, Lieutenant Graham and others acted as escorts to the many Sunday vis- 
tors, and the regiment presented as trim and clean and soldierly an appearance 
as the best of them. It was invaded by a detachment of good-looking young Cuban 
women largely on this account, and Colonel Cook promptly surrendered to them. 


Rushing War Preparations. 


It is outside of the camp that the really warlike conditions obtain. 
port government transports are shooting in and out, trains are flying back and 
forth, and high army, naval and railroad officials are in constant consultation. From 
the deck of the Mascotte I can almost reach out and touch the 1,100-pound steel 
projectiles which a huge derrick lifts out of the box cars on the track, swings 
high in m*d-air, and then drops into the gaping holes of the Fern. The latter, 
loaded to fhe gunwale with ammunition, will go south with us tonight and 
turn her terrible cargo over to the battleships Iowa and Indiana, which heroic ves- 
sels will then proceed to place them where they will do the most good. 

On the Fern’s quarter deck Captain W. S. Cowles is pacing restlessly up and 
down with a bunch of yellow papers in his hands. They are telegraph messages, 
delayed in transit, which have apprised him of the rumor of the sinking of the new 
cfulser Topeka, formerly the Diogenes, in collision off the Scilly islands. The

Washington, April 
Washington are rapidly settling down to 


those of actual war. 

Notice came to the state department 
from the four quarters of the globe 
today showing that the nations are, 
as a rule, prepared to assume an atti- 
tude of strict neutrality as between 
the United States and Spain in the 
present struggle. 


In most cases they were 
the identical note sent out yesterday by 
the state department to all United States 
embassies and legations instructing them 
to inform the governments to which they 
were accredited that war has existed since 
April 2ist. 

Great Britain always has taker} 
vanced stand in the principles of neutrality, 
so that it was with great interest that 
the news was received here of the terms 
of the neutrality proclamation issued in 
London. 

On the whole the officials are disposed 
to take the view that a strict adherence 
by Great Britain to these rules will be 
rather more advantageous to the United 
States than to Spain, particularly as we 
are now operating in the naval sense close 
to our own base of supplies and in all 
probability soon will cut Spain off from 
the two bases she now has in the ‘neighbor- 
hood of Cuba. 

Captures May Be Released. 

The president issued a proclamation dur- 
ing the day laying down rules as to the 
seizure of prizes and the result, it is be- 
lieved, will be the release of some of the 
ships already captured, though it will be 
for the prize courts to determine in each 
ease whether the conditions under which 
the ships were captured were such as to 
warrant release. 

The impression prevails that the Buena 
Ventura, the first on the list of prizes, 
will be declared no prize. The case of the 
Panama, whose seizure was reported to- 
day, is a more complicated one, owing to 
the fact that while otherwise exempt the 
ship was reported to have contained sup- 
plies for the Spanish army in Cuba, which 
are contraband. It is noted that the ad- 
ministration has not been deterred by any 
criticism in congress from again formally 
pledging itself to the nations of the world 
to refrain from privateering and abide by 
the declaration of Paris of 1858.

President Issues a Proclamation De- 
fining Government’s Attitude. 


ENTER PORTS 


Document Shows That No Advantage 
Will Be Taken of Ships Which 
Are Now Afloat. 


SHIPS MAY 


Washington, April 26.—The president to- 
day issued the following proclamation re- 
specting the rights of Spanish vessels now 
in or bound to United States ports, and 
also with regard to the right of search: 

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—A_ 
PROCLAMATION: 

Whereas, By an act of congress ap- 
proved April 25, 1898, it is declared that 
war exists and that war has existed 
since the 2ist of April, A. D., 1898, in- 
cluding said day, between the. United 
States of America and the kingdom of 
Spain; .and, 

Whereas. It being desirable that such 
war should be conducted upon princti- 
ples in harmony with the present views 
of nations and sanctioned by recent prac- 
tice, it has already been announced 
that the policy of this government will 
be not to resort ts privateering, but to 
adhere to the rules ot the declaration of 
Paris. . re 
~~ Now, therefore,1, ““ Aligm McKinley, 
president of the United States of Amer- 
ica, by virtue of the power vested in 
me by the constitution and the laws, 
do hereby declare and proclaim— 

1. The neutral flag covers enemy’s 
goods with the exception of contraband 
of war. 

2. Neutral goods not contraband of 
war are not liable to confiscation under 
the enemy’s flag. 

8. Blockades in order to be binding 
must be effective. 

4. Spanish merchant vessels in ‘any 
ports or places within the United States 
shall be allowed until May 21, 1898, inclu- 
sive, for landing their cargoes and de- 
parting from such ports or places; and 
such Spanish merchant vessels if met 
at sea by any United States ship shall 
be permitted to continue their voyage if, 
on examination of their papers, it shall 
appear that their cargoes were taken on 
board before the expiration of the above 
term, provided that nothing herein con- 
tained shall apply to Spanish vessels 
having on board any officers in the mil- 
itary or naval ‘service of the enemy, 
or any coal, except such as may be 
necessary for their voyage or any other 
article prohibited or contraband of war 
Or any dispatch of or to the Spanish 
government. 

5. Any Spanish merchant vessel which 
prior to April 21, 1898, shall have sailed 
from any foreign port, bound for any 
port or place in the United States, shall 
be permitted to enter such port or place 
and to discharge her cargo, and after- 
wards forthwith to depart without mo- 
lestation; and any such vessel if met 
at sea by any United States ship shall be 
permitted to continue her voyage to any 
port not blockaded. 

6. The right of search {is to be exer- 
cised with strict regard for the right 
of neutrals, and the voyages of mail 
steamers, and not to be interfered with 
except on the clearest ground of sus- 
picion of a violation of law in respect 
of contraband or blockade.

Key West, Fla., April 26.—The lighthouse 
tender Mangrove puffed proudly into Key 
West harbor this afternoon with the rich- 
est prize of the war thus far, 


The captive was the Panama, Cap- 
tain Quivido, a big trans-Atlantic 
liner and an auxiliary cruiser of the 
Spanish navy, which has been plying 
of late between New York and Havana. 


She had twenty-nine passengers, includ- 
ing three women, and @ crew of seventy- 
two. 

4s the Panama carried two twelve- 
pounders she could easily have annihi- 
lated the little Mangrove and as the 
latter came into harbor with her prize 
there was not a craft but saluted her 
with rousing cheers. ¢ 

The Mangrove, under Lieutenant Com- 
mander William H. Everett, was cruising 
along the Cuban coast shortly before 6 
o’clock last evening about twenty miles 
north of Havana. At 5:45 p. m. she sighted 
the Panama. The only other ship of the 
fleet in sight was the battleship Indiana, 
three miles to the rear. Lieutenant Com- 
mander Everett scented a prize and scudded 
toward the stranger. 

Three Shots Were Necessary. 

When the latter came within a range @ 
shot from the Mangrove’s 12-pounder was 
sent across her bows, but the Spaniard ig- 
nored the challenge and went on. Another 
shot followed without result, but the Man- 
grove was drawing near the stranger, who 
calmly proceeded on her course, apparently 
without any intention of running away. 

When the third shot was fired the Man- 
grove was within a hundred yards of the 
Panama and Lieutenant Commander Bve- 
rett shouted to the deck officer that if she 
did not surrender he would sink her. 


The Mangrove’s officers admit that 
they expected the enemy’s twelve- 
pounders to open on them in response 
to the threat, but the Spaniard prompt- 
ly came to. 

Ensign Dayton, the senior officer of 
the Mangrove, boarded the prize. 

The battleship Indiana had seen the can-

Orders Have Been Issued to the Americans To Sink or Capture 
the Battleships the Queen Regent Has Sent To 
Protect Her Pacific Possessions. 
Detachments Are Equal.

Washington, April. 26.—(Special.)—Within a very few hours news is expected of 
fighting between the Spanish and American squadrons at the Philippines. While 
the navy department is very chary with its information aboit movements of war- 
ships these days, it is known that the Pacific squadron, under Commodore Dewry, 
has left Hong Kong, and must by this time be very close to the Spanish eigen s. 
sions toward which it is headed. 

The distance from Hong Kong to Manila {is shown by the oe charts at the 
navy department to be 628 miles. ¢ 

The squadron under Commodore Dewey consists of the Olympia, Baltimore, 
Boston and Raleigh, all protected crulsers, and the gunboats Concord, Petre! and 
Monocacy. ; 

The Spanish squadron which they will meet at the Philippines ts equally strong, 
and is probably now resting in the harbor of Manila under the protection of the 
fortifications there. 

Commodore Dewey’s orders are to capture or destroy that fleet. 

It is expected that there will be, to a certain extent, unity of action between 
the American-fleet and the insurgents, who, according to all accounts, are meeting 
with successes there, though there has, of course, been no communication be- 
tween the two forces. At the navy department they are watching with deep inter- 
est tonight for news from that quarter of the globe. 

It is left to the commodore commanding the squadron to choose his own time 
and manner of making the attack, and when that will be is not Gefinitely known 
even by his superiors, but it is expected that something will come from there very 
6oo0n. ‘ 


Anxious About the Spanish Fleet. _, 


At today’s cabinet meeting not a little anxiety was expressed concerning the 
whereabouts of that portion of the Spanish fleet which left Cadiz several] days ago, 
_and which, so far as navy department Information goes, seems te haye entirdly 
 @lemppedred. The latest ports from St.. Vincent make no mention of the arrival of 
this formidable fleet there. 

It is understood that the real meaning of the action of the navy depaftment 
in sending the cruisers Columbia and Minneapolis into northern waters was a de- 
sire to guard, as far as possfble, against the sudden appearance of these vessels. 
The idea is to have the Columbia and Minneapolis-cruise in a large circle and keep 
a lookout for the Spanish vessels. If they are found headed for the Atlantic coast, 
our cruisers could speed back and get word to Commodore Schley. 


Warships Comprising the Fleet. 


It was the anxiety about this fleet, which consists of a battleship, two cruis- 
ers, four torpedo boat destroyers and tMree torpedo boats, that caused the cabinet 
to send for General Wilson, head of the fortifications department, today. 

‘The general took with him to the cabinet room plans showing the fortifica- 
tions al] along the Atlantic coast, and he explained these in detail to the members 
of the cabinet. 

While the cabinet was in session the report reached the white house that the 
fleet at Key West had made a capture, which was interpreted to mean either the 
troops ship Montserrat or the Alfonzo X II. For a time there was great rejoicing 
both at the white house and throughout the city, but when verification of the rumor 
came it was discovered that the captured vessel was the g anama, of the Ceballos 
line, and that the troops believed to have been taken were only refugees. 

While the navy department considered this an important capture, it was by 
no means what was anticipated, and the official statement, therefore, caused dis- 
appointment. 

Another rumor which gave rise to much enthusiasm during the time it was 
allowed to have sway throughout the city was that the guns at Moro castle had 
opened fire upon the American fleet and that the bombardment there had been 
begun. 

Subsequent information received over the wire at the white house and the 
navy department showed that this rumor, too, was untrue. 


Purchase of the Holland Boat. 

The navy department has purchased the H8lland submarine boat, about which 
s0 much has been said in the newspapers. 

The purchase was recommended by the naval strategy board, the experts be- 
lieving that the unique diver had come up to all expectations. It is understood 
that an agent of a French syndicate, acting presumably for Spain, made an offer 
a few days ago of $100,000 for the vessel and that the government pays Holland

Formation at Chickamauga. 


Chickamauga Park, Ga., April 2%.—General 
field orders directing the formation into a 
division of two brigades of infantry regi- 
ments of the TUinited States troops here 
were issued today by Major Genera] Brooke. 
Colonel James Van Horn, of the Eighth 
infantry, is put in command of the divis- 
fon, he being the ranking senior officer. 

The First brigade is composed of the Sev- 
enth, Eighth, Twelfth and Twenty-fifth in- 
fantry, with Colonel Andrew 8S.

Washington, April 26.—Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, the British ambassador, today. received 
a cable dispatch from the British foreign 
Office, signed by Lord Salisbury, announc- 


ying that the queen’s proclamation of neu- | 


trality in the gar between Spain and the 
United States had been signed. 

The dispatch states that the proclamation 
is similar to those issued on former occa- 
sions, but in addition directs special at- 
tention to the three rules of the treaty of 
Washington of May 8, 1871, article 6, which 
will be observed toward both countries 
The three rules to which Lord Salisbury 
directs special attention are of exceptional 
moment just at present, owing to the pres- 
ence in British ports of several warships, 
including the Somers and Albany, intended 
for the United States navy. 

The three rules are as follows: 

“A neutral government is bound— 

First, To use due diligence to prevent 
the fitting out, arming or equipping upon 
its jurisdiction of any vessel which it 
has reasonable grounds to believe is in- 
tended to cruise or to carry on war with 
a power with which it is at peace, and 
also to use due giligence to prevent the 
departure from its juriediction of any 
vessel intended to «ruise or carry on war 
as above such vessels having been spe- 
cially adapted in whole or part within 
such jurisdiction to warlike use. 

Secondly, Not to permit Or to suffer 
either belligerent to make use of its 
ports and waters as the base of naval 
operations against the other, or for the 
purpose of renewal or augmentation of 
military supplies or arms, or the recrlit- 
ment of men. 

Thirdly, To exercise due diligence in its 
Own ports and waters, and as to all per- 
sons within its jurisdiction, to prevent 
any violation of the foregoing obliga- 
tions and duties. 

Why U. 8S. Fleet Left Hong Kong. 

The second rule doubtless accounts for 
the enforcea departure of the United States 
fleet at Hong Kong. The first rule appears 
to apply directly to several ships pur- 
chased by the United States a»road and 
now hurrying to completion in British 
yards. Most important of these is the fine 
cruiser Albany, formerly the Abroueall, of 
the Brazilian navy.

To begin with, the celebration itself was 
as imposing as any ever held in the history 
of the city, and the ladies of the memorial 
agsociation toak advantage of the occasion 
to settle authoritatively the question as to 
whom belonged the credit of inaugurating 
this Deautiful custom. 

The Ladies’ Memorial Association. 

In 1861, at the beginning of the war, there 
organized in Columbus the Soldiers’ 
At the close of the war this 
was merged into the Ladies’ Memorial As- 
organization has existed 
idea of devorating the 
graves of the soldiers originated with a 
Columbus lady, Miss Lizzie Rutherford, 
afterwards Mrs. Lizzie Rutherford Ellis, 
the wife of Captain Roswell Ellis, of the 
Columbus Guards. Mrs. Charles J. Wil- 
liams was another lady who took a very 
active part in the organization of the asso- 
elation, and it was largely through her 
efforts that the idea gained the publicity 
and popularity that it attained, and fora 
time the name of Mrs. Ellis was over- 
looked. 

"In 1866, at the end of the war, there was 
a meeting of a small number of ladies, who 
formed the Ladies’ Memortal Association. 
Of the ladies who attended that meeting 
there are only two living. They are Mrs. 
Clara M. Dexter and Mrs. William G. 
Woolfolk. Shortly after the organization 
of the Columbus association the idea gain- 
ed wide popularity throughout the south, 
and similar organizations were perfected 
in numerous cities and towns, until now 
every place has an organized body of noble.

Miss Lizzie 
Rutherford was not present at fhe meeting, 
as she was suddenly called to Montgomery 
to the bedside of a dying relative. Her res- 
Olution was Offered by one of her friends 
and unanimously adopted and the Ladies’ 
Memorial Association was organized. The 
officers elected were Mrs, Robert Carter, 
president; Mrs. Robert A.. Ware, vice pres- 
ident: Mrs. J. M. McAllister, second vice 
president; Mrs. M. A. Patten, treasurer: 
Mrs Charles Williams. Secretary. 

No day was determined on at the meet- 
ing, but after Miss Lizzie Rutherford re- 
turned to Columbus, when she and other 
members of the society were working at 
the cenrétery and discussing the best day, 
she suggested April 26th, which was adopt- 
ed, and Mrs. Williams. as secretary, was 
requested to write to the different societies 
throughout the south, asking them to unite 
in making it a universa] custom. Her beau- 
tiful letter speaks for itself. How well the 
work was done has been attested each year. 
We hope that every southern woman will 
teach the young of the south, not only to 
reverence the memory of the soldiers who 
have died for us. but we specially beg the 
women of Columbus to instill in the hearts 
of their childrep reverence for the soldiers 
and reverence for the women of the Memo- 
rial Association who inaugurated this beau- 
tiful custom. 

The Aid Society, sometimes called the 
Soldiers’ Friend Society, referred to in this 
statement was an organization composed of 
the ladies of Columbus, and it was organ- 
ized in 1861, for the wurpose of caring for 
sick and wounded soldiers during the war. 
Its first president was Mrs. Absolom H. 
Chappell. and she having resigned, Mrs. 
Robert Carter was elected president, At 
the close of the war between the states the 
Aid Society. baving no further duties to 
perform (Mrs. Carter still being president 
and Miss Lizzie Rutherford. secretarv). was 
merged into the Memorial Association af’

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The Text of Mr. Williams’s Letter. 

The following is a canv of the original 
letter of Mrs. Charles J. Williams. as sec- 
retary of Columbus Memorial Association, 
to the press and ladies of the south, -re- 
garding Memorial Day, taken from The 
Columbus, Ga., Times: 


“Columbus, Ga., March 12, 1866.—Messrs. 
Editors: The ladies are now and have heen 
for several days engaged in the sad but 
pleasant duty of ornamenting and improv- 
ing that portion to the city cemetery sa- 
cred to the memory or our gallant con- 
federate dead, but we feel it is an unfinish- 
¢d work unless a day be set apart annual- 
ly for its especial attention. We cannot 
raise monumental shafts and inscribe 
thereon their many deeds of heroism, but 
we ean keep alive the memory of the debt 
we owe them, by dedicating at least one 
day in each year to embellishing their 
humble graves with flowers. Therefore, we 
beg the assistance of the press and the 
ladies throughout the south to aid us in 
the effort to set apart a certain day to be 
observed, from the Potomac to the Rio 
Grande, and be handed down through time 
as a religious custom of the south, to 
wreathe the eraves of our martyred dead 
with flowers: and we propose the 26th 
day of April as the day. Let every city, 
town and village join in the pleasant duty. 
Let all alike be remembered, from the he- 
roes of Manassas to those who expired 
amid the death throes of our hallowed 
cause. We'll crown alike the honored rest- 
ing places of the immorta] Jackson in 
Virginia, Johnston at Shiloh, Cleburne in 
Tennessee and the host of gallant privates 
who adorned our ranks. All did their duty, 
and to all we owe our gratitude, Let the 
soldiers ‘graves, for that day at least, be 
the southern mecca to whose shrine her 
sorrowing women, like pilgrims, may an- 
nually bring their grateful hearts and 
floral offerings, And when we remember 
the thousands who were buried ‘with their 
martial cloaks around them.’ without 
Christian ceremony of interment. we 
would invoke the aid of the most thrilling 
eloquence throughout the land to inaugu- 
rate this custom, by delivering on the 
appointed day this year, a eulogy on the 
unburied dead of our glorious southern 
army. They died for their country. Wheth- 
er their country had or had not the right 
to demand the sacrifice is no longer a 
question of discussion. We leave that for 
nations to decide in future. That it 
was demandéd—that they fought nobly. 
and fell holy sacrifices upon their coun- 
try’s altar, and are entitled to their coun- 
try’s gratitude, none will deny. 

“The proud banner under which they ral- 
in defense of the holiest and noblest 
cause for which heroes fought, or trusting 
women prayed. has been furled forever. 
The country for which they suffered and 
died hgs now no name or place among the 
mations of the earth. Legislative enact- 
ment may not be made to do-honor to their 
memories, but the veriest radical! that ever 
traced his genealogy back to the deck of 
the Mayflower, could not refuse us the 
simple privilege of paying honor to those 
whe died defending the hfe, honor and 
happiness of the southern women.”’ 


Mr. Goetchius’s Oration. 

The oration of Mr. Goetchius, delivered 
with genuine eloquence and warmly ap- 
ple vded, bore .adlitiona) testimony to the 
work of the noble ladies, and especially to 
that feature’ of it made prominent today. 


He said in conclusion: 

“To you, ladies of the memorial asso- 
ciation; ‘you few survivors of that gentle 
band who. established Memorial Day, not 
only for the south but for all this great 
country, (fof ‘the northern states have 
adopted the‘ecustem in imitation of the 
ou, daughters of these me- 
iving and dead, daughters

It was 
the women of the confederacy whose do- 
mestic labors contributed so much to gsup- 
ply the wants of their defenders in the 
field, and whose faith in the southern cause 
shone a guiding star undimmed by the 
darkest clouds of war, and whose fortitude 
sustained them under all the privations to 
Which they were subjected.’ Such is the 
tribute of the first and only president of 
the confederacy. There is one 
number who now sleeps in Linnwood eceme- 
tery in this city. Upon her grave is the 
inscription placed there by the ladies of the 
Memorial] Association of Columbus: 
‘***The soidiers’ friend. A loving 
to our co-worker. In her patriotic heart 
sprang the thought of our Memorial Day.” 
‘‘The legend tells what she was and what 
she did. Who dare invade the sanctity 
of the thought,cOnveyed by these words? 
Ladies of the Columbus chapter of the 
Georgia division of the Daughters of the 
Confederacy, you have done me the honor 
to ask that I today consecrate your chap- 
ter under the honorable name which has 
been selected by you that it should bear. 
It is the name inscribed with that legend. 
I am told that the object of your associa- 
tion is to collect records and incidents of 
the confederate war and preserve the 
truth of its causes and@ history, perpetu- 
ate the memories of the men who laid 
down their lives in that struggle. and lay 
befcre the rising generaticn a fair. just and 
impartial account of their deeds. To this 
patriotic undertaking, jin the presence of 
this assembled company, I now dedicate 
your order as ‘Lizzie Rutherford Chapter 
of the Daughters of the Confederacy.’ 
suard sacredly your trust and under the 
inspiration of that name, the originator of 
Memorial Day, preserve the memory of 
the dead, for truly has jt been said that a 
land without memories is a land without 
liberty. Let the mystic cords of memory 
stretching from every battlefield and pat- 
riot grave to every living hearthstone, all 
over our southern land, bind our hearts to 
loving service in honor of the sainted dead.

The Machine Gun battery, while it is a 
member of the infantry regiment, is not 
technically a branch of the infantry or a 
branch of the artillery. The Machine Gun 
battery is one branch that is not recog- 
nized by the United. States army, and 
Georgia’s militia alone has recognized its 
importance. The members of this battery 
are well trained in handling light guns 
and will make splendid additions to,.the 
light ‘battery which is to be formed here. 

The Chatham Artillery, which will make 
up the other battery from Georgia, is per- 
haps as well drilled as any light artillery 
in the regular army of the United States. 
The efficiency of these troops is remarka- 
ble when it is considered that they are 
only volunteers who have not been paid 
for their work in acquiring such perfec- 
tion in drilling. That battery will proba- 
bly be commanded by Captain Walker, of 
the company. A full battery can easily be 
sent from Savannah. 

Both batteries of artillery will have to be 
supplied with new guns. They will be fur- 
nished with the light field guns, the gat- 
ling guns and the new Hotchkiss guns..

Athens Boys Downed After an Excit- 
ing Game. 

Macon, Ga., Apri! 26.—(Special.)—This af- 
ternoon the red and black that floats proud- 
ly over the athletic field of the University 
of Georgia was trailed in the dust and the 
crange and black planted in its place when 
Mercer university defeated Georgia in one 
of the most stubbornly contested games 
of ball ever played here.

HE second series of races at the

8. A. Chafln Receives Injuries Which 
May Preve Fatal. 


CAB HORSE GETS - AWAY 


Dashes Madly Down Whitehall Street, 
Which Was Crowded with People. 


INJURES A WELL-KNOWN TRUCK FARMER 


He Was Thrown from His Wagon by 
the Cab Colliding with His Team. 
His Condition Serious. 


FRIGHTENED horse dashing mad- 

ly down Whitehall street yesterday 

afternoon at 4 o’clock caused the 
hack to which he was hitched to collide 
with @ wagon, and the occupant of the 
wagon was hurled to the belgian block 
pavement, and probably to his death. 

The person injured was Mr. S. A. Chapin, 
a truck farmer who resides on West Hun- 
ter street just outside the city limits. 

Yesterday afternoon when Whitehall was 
crowded with people who had turned out 
to see the Memorial day procession Tom 
Strickler, a negro cabman, was standing 
near the sidewalk curbing at the corner of 
East Hunter and Whitehall streets. His 
horse had become ‘restive, and the driver 
had got out of the hack for the purpose of 
holding the ‘lines wHile the procession 
passed by. As the procession approached 
the horse pranced and. pulled at the lines, 
and when finally the brass band came up 
behind him he made a plunge, jerking the 
driver over a dray. Stricleler felt the lines 
slip from his grasp and when he jumped 
to his feet he saw the horse dashing down 
Whitehall street toward Alabuma. It was 
the greatest wonder that a number of per- 
sons was not hurt. 

At the corner of Alabama and Whitehall 
Mr. Chapin was sitting in his wagon. The 
runaway horse came up behind him, and 
the cab struck the wagon with such force 
as to hurl him forward on his head. Im- 
mediately after the collision the runaway 
horse was stopped. 

Chapin was picked up and sent to the 
Grady hospital in the ambulance. At the 
hospital it was ascertained that he was 
seriously hurt. There were wounds on the 
back of his head and one of his eyes was 
black and swollen. Blood came from the 
right ear. He complaineé of great pain 
in his right lung, and when medicine was 
given him he became nauseated, and 
vomited blood. From these Symptoms it 
was believed there were internal injuries 
which might prove fatal. 

Chapin’'s relatives were notified of his con- 
dition, and late in the afternoon his family 
were at his bedside.

fen thousand people went into the cerme- 
tery to pay tribute to the day and the >a- 
geantry of military display brought out by 
the Fifth regiment and other military or- 
ganizations in Atlanta was very appropn- 
ate. 

The day was splendidly celebrated and 
was one of the most successful that has oc- 
curred in this citv in a long time. The elo- 
quence of the speakers and the sweet music 
of the bands made the day what it is—one 
of the pleasantest times of the year for the 
o'd soldiers that are yet living, but will 
goon be laid by the side of their comrades. 
The immense parade that marched 
through the streets of the city was one of 
the longest and most magnificent ever seen 
in Atlanta. It covered many miles of the 
etreets ati more than an hour was re- 
quired for it to pass any one point. 

The military of the city, including the 
Fifth regiment, Governor’s Horse Guards, 
the Atlanta Artillery, the Douglasville ca- 
éets,the Knights of Pythias and many other 
uniformed organizations, went through the 
streets with precision and the gay colors of 
the uniforms, the martial music from the 
bands, the sounding of bugles and the 
prancing of many fiery horses attracted the 
immense crowds that gathered along the 
streets to see What a display the soldiers 
gould make. > 
The excitement over the war with Spain 
gave an added interest to the appearance 
2° te “military, as some of” those who 
marched yesterday to decorate the graves 
of soldiers who died in battle nearly forty 
years ago will themselves be called upon to 
fight for the country. 

The two camps of Confederate Veterans 
marched in the parade. There were not 
less than 500 of them and the grizzled old 
warriors marched with martial stride. 

The parade formed on Peachtree street 
near Baker and started to the cemetery 
at 3:30 o'clock. The first division was com- 
manded by Colonel A. J. West, marshal of 
the day. He was in full dress uniform and 
with much gold lace and on a prancing 
steed he attracted great admiration from 
the crowds.

Colonel West was followed by his staff. 
Then came the Fifth regiment band with 
Colonel Candler and his etaff following.

From many of the vehictes waved 
old battle-scarred confederate flags that 
were cheered along the line of the march. 
The great number of cafmages was almost 
& procession in themselves and added much 
to the ensemble of the parade. 

The line of march was over the principal 
streets and to the cemetery, where the mili- 
tary was marched away to different places 
and many of the companies soon returned 
to the city. The artillery was stationed on 
one of the high hills in the cemetery, where 
@ salute of thirteen guns was fired after 
the eloquent address of Colone! Albert Cox, 
the orator of the day. 

The ladies of the memorial association, 
many of the Daughters of the Confederacy, 
Ohildren of the Confederacy and Sons of 
Veterans with many prominent confederate 
veterans, Marshal of tne Day West, Chap- 
lain Holderby and Colonel Cox secured 
seats on the platform that had been erected 
around the confederate monument. 

Exercises at Cemetery. 

The exercises opened with a prayer by 
‘Dr. Holderby. A song was sung by the 
entire gathering, numbering several thous- 
and, and Colonel West rose to introduce 
Colonel Cox. 

He spoke of the battle-scarred hills 
around Atlanta and of the heroes in whose 
memory th® present dayiwas being cele- 
bruied. His eulogy of the confederate so!- 
dier was a beautiful tribute to them. He 
told of the battles around Atlanta and he 
said whiie the hottest fighting was going on 
Colonel Cox entered the army. 

“lt wms at thts period,” he continued, “of 
the south’s history when a young Georgian, 
with the courage of Lee and the resolution 
of Stonewah Jackson, rushed to the front 
and bared his bosom to the enemies’ guns 
-n your defense. After the war he entered 
your State university, and on the day of 
his graduation electrified the country with 
his eloquence and brought the federal army 
to its feet. 

“He has won distinction in his chosen 
profession and his eloquent tongue has 
charmed the people throughout this com- 
monwealth. We have the honor to claim 
him as our friend and fellow citizen. I now 
have the pleasure of presenting him. The 
polished gentleman, the eioquent orator, 
our distinguished citizen, the Hon. Albert 
H, Cox, who will address you.” 


Colonel Cox’s Speech. 


Following this eloquent introduction, 
Colonel Cox arose and was greeted with 
enthusiasm. He said: 

“Ladies of the Memorial Association, 
Fellow Citizens and Veterans: What words 
are fit to fall on the ears of patriots this 
sacred day, while flowers are falling on 
the graves of heroes? 

“What flower of thought will ever equal 
the flower of love? But there are things 
rightly to be said this day from the base 
of this enduring monument and near the 
tomb of that tender and true woman, whose 
hands unveiled yonder marbled, moveless, 
but immortal] lion of the confederacy. 

“It would be the flower of my heart, 
reverently brought to this hallowed place, 
if only I could unveil this memorial itself, 
and reveal its saving mission in the past, 
its living patriotism now, and its glorious 
inspirations for the future. 

“What did it mean at first? When the 
paroled confederate was coming home, alli 
the people were dumb, and all things spoke 
of destruction and despair—all things ex- 
cept these flowers! It was Easter month, 
and by the roadside of the last retreat, un- 
surrendered Nature was budding and bloom- 
ing, as if no cruel war had been fought— 
as if no llant lads had been slain, as if 
no loved flag had been furled. 

“The ashes blinded us and we could not 
see—the roar of the conflict was too re- 
cent, and we could not hear these signals 
of our stricken land, that she would rise 
again, that she herself was beautiful still 
and still would bear the true, the beauti- 
ful and the good. 

“But the women of the south saw the 
signal, heard the hope, divined them, and 
revealed them to us! Were we, and were 
the dead traitors&.Not if these holders of 
our honor laid these flowers on these 
graves! Were we helpless? Not so by the 
side of these faithful hearts! 

“The woman of the south, in consecra- 
ting this day, made the flowers of our na- 
tive state speak boldly out, fame for the 
dead, honor and hope for the living! At 
her Ithurial touch our stilled hearts beat 
again! Like a divinity she breathed upon 
the dust of defeat, and made the south a 
living soul again! 


Were Worthy Soldiers. 


“Incomparable memorial! True to na- 
ture, it had never been begun, and never 
could have lasted, if the soldiers had been 
unworthy of the flowers. They were 
worthy; they were bone of the bone of that 
noble Anglo-Saxon race that marches in 
the vanguard of civilization, which has 
given magna chartas to humankind, which 
throws the searchlight of Christendom into 
all the jungles of earth and seizes in its 
gigantic grasp and hands over continents 
to Christendom—to man and to God! 

“And they were the flower of that superb 
people of the southern states of this re- 
public, whose missionary work has ex- 
celled all other peoples of the earth: who, 
in a few generations, in the judgment of 
their enemy, so elevated millions of bar- 
barians who were enslaved to them as to 
fit the slaves to be transmuted at once into 
sovereign citizens in the grandest republic 
known to human history. 

“These soldiers of such a people came 
worthily into the field. Not as insurgents 
they came, but they answered the com- 
mand of the ballot box of their states; 
they obeyed the law that was nearest to 
them—the cae 4 law living amongst them, 
and the law which they believed to be para- 
mount over them! 

“They obeyed the cabinet, and the civil- 
ized soldier must ever obey the cabinet, 
whether the cabinet be right or wrong; 
else the sword rises ‘superior to law, the 
civil be subordinated to the military and 
the despotism of force established. 

Fought for Independence. 

“They were soldiers of dependence! If 
Washington fought for the independence 
of vast territory and 3,000,000 of people, 
Lee fought for the independence of mary 
more millions of men and acres. 

“They were stainless soldiers. They de- 
vastated mo region that the enemy might 
not subsist. Their columns marched by 
unmolested homes while children played 
and prattled on the steps. The smoke of no 
incendiary fires blackened their escutchcons 
and no mutiny of mem nor treason of of- 
ficers drew black lines across any jert of 
their long roll of honor. 

“They were gallant soldiers. In the ar- 
chives of our own government aie erdur- 
ing records to his homor. The unerring 
admission of a foe that he forced an Eng- 
lish speaking people to decline to « xchange 
soldier for soldier with an enemy. Out- 
numbered four to one, outmatched niore in 
equipment, these incomparable roldiers 
held a lime of defense thousands of miles 
in length unbroken, and for years, against 
heroic men of their own kith and kin and 
country; and afterwards, with that line 
cut into along Miss'!ssippi, they rade the 
issue doubtful, and again when the sword 
of invasion cleayed through Georgia to the 
sea the grafid defense went on. 

‘‘The inevitable came at last, but it came 
to'them as it came to the fabled wurship- 
ers of fire, at the summit of heroism.

We 
know tnat the god of battles wisely cecreed 
that the southern soijidier should fail, but 
that he should fail so nobly as to 
ever be an inspiration to all *the south, 
and finally, one of the inspirations of our 
whole country. 


Country Honors Them. 


“What means this memorial for the fu- 
ture? It means that in every supreme era 
of our country’s history the south, inspired 
by undying memory of its heroes, will do 
its part for the common safety and glory! 
It means that when the cabinet calls to the 
sword they will gallantly respond. it 
means that when for the defense or furth-. 
erance of the principles of independence 
dauntless men must face the leaden sleet, 
there will be sacred memories to inspire 
them with fame. 

‘It means that On many a lines of defense 
those glorious words will be reealled: “There 
stands Jackson like a stone wall,’ and in 
many @ gallant charge men will remember 
how the men who wore the gray went up 
the crimson sides of Malvern hill and the 
cannon-crowned heights of Gettysburg. 

“Weak and debased are those nations 
that have no immortals and no immortelles! 
Sas as starless skies at night are those peo- 
ple who have no heroes jn Valhalla! But 
strong and grand and forever safe are those 
above whom bends a heaven brilliant and 
populous with the herolc and the faithful! 

‘In this supreme era, as we turn the first 
page of what may be an epoch and Iliad, 
while all Americans seek all] their noblest 
inspirations, we come to ours, to the graves 
of the men who wore the gray, who wore 
itt out, with superhuman deeds and endur- 
ance, and pledge that we shall keep our 
country worthv @f the dust of our dead, 
and pledge again that here we shall always 
come whenever our dutv needs a standard 
and signal from the sky!’

Consequently no business was 
transacted in the building the entire day. 
Several of the city officials went to their 
offices in the morning to open their mail, 
but spent the remainder of the day et their 
homes and at the cemetery. Mayor Collier 
spent a quiet day at home with I's fam- 
ily and the city hall presented a «eserted 
appearance. 

The offices in the United States building 
were closed at 12:30 p. m. There was no 
afternoon delivery of mail and she weather 
- bureau officials closed earlier than usual, 
Judge Newman held court a few hours in 
the forenoon, began the hearing of a trivial 
damage suit against a railroad and ad- 
journed. D'strict Attorney Angier’s office 
was also deserted and the stamp amd gen- 
eral delivery windows stopped business for 
the afternoon. 

The state and county courts also cbserv- 
ed Memorial Day. Judge Reid held court 
until noon, but the other courts were not 
in session. Clerk Tanner closed his books 
at noon and joined in the celebration. Or- 
dinary Hulsey closed his doors also amd 
the courthouse was deserted during the af- 
ternoon. 

None of the justices of the peace stop- 
ped business for the occasion, notwith- 
standing there was little business to stop.

In orderto give shippers the 
benefit of the insurance without additinoal 
charge, bills of lading will be stamped as 
follows: ‘War risk covered in accordance 
with policies held by the Ocean Steamship 
Company, of Savannah.’ Holders of bills 
of lading for goods not yet shipped can 
present them at the office of the Ocean 
Steamship Company, either in Savannah, 
New York or Boston, and have them 
stamped as above.”

“General farm work has made 
progress throughout the central 
during the past week. Cotton planting has 
been pushed and many farmers are 
throuch planting. The weather ‘conditions 
have been more favorable than last week, 
though temperature has been a litle low. 
Good rains fell on the 19th and 23d, doing 
much good to growing vegetation. Cotton 
is coming up, but the stand is not uni- 
versally good. Some corn is being plowed. 
The stands of corn are poor in many lo- 
and. there is-complaint of trou- 
biesome birds and insects in Washington 
county. Gardens are improving. Wheat 
and oats continue to look well, but there 
is compiaint of fiy in portions of Monroe 
county. Some melons are up and doing very 
well. The outlook is favorable for a good 
fruit crop. though there is some complaint 
of blight in pears and apples. 

“Under more favorable weather condi- 
tions crops throughout the northern coun- 
ties have made steady though not rapid 
improvement during the week just ended. 
Good rains have been general and very 
beneficial to all growing crops. Wheat, rye 
and oats are looking remarkably weil. 
Cotton planting continues and some of the 
earlier plantings are coming up. Gardens 
have improved some, but still backward. 
Quite a number of sweet potato slips have 
been set out. Upland corn about all plant- 
ed, and some has been planted in the bot- 
toms, where the land was not too wet. The 
prospects are favorable for a fairly good 
apple and peach crop. Pastures have im- 
proved since the rains. 

Much Cotton Planted. 

“In the northeastern counties farmers 
are well up with their work as a rule, and 
the weather has been more favorable for 
the advancement of crops. A good deal of 
cotton has been planted and some corn. 
Corn is not coming up well as a rule. 
Most of the early planted cotton was 
killed by frost and is now being replanted. 
Liglt frosts occurred in portions of Lin- 
ecln and Habersham counties on the mcrn- 
ing of the Yist, but no danfage is reporied. 
Gardens are improving slowiy. While many 
orchards were badly injured by late frosts, 
the fruit crop will be large in many sec- 
ticns. Wheat and cats are still looking 
well, and cats are beginning to head. 
There is complaint of cutworms in portions 
of Frarklin county. Pastures are improv- 
ing very. much after the rains, 

“In the eastern counties the weather dur- 
favor- 
able and a general improvement is noted 
in all crops. The bulk of the cotton crop 
has been planted and much of it is up 
with fair stands. Some farmers will soon 
begin chopping cotton. Much of the corn 
crop has been plowed once and some are 
plowing the second time. The stand is gen- 
erally good and looks well, The rains have 
afforded ample opportunity for planting 
and farmers generally have taken advan- 
tage of it. Gardens are doing well and 
some Irish potatoes will be ready to dig 
before many days. Peach trees are loaded 
with fruit, and from the present outlook 
the yield will be jarge. There is considera- 
ble complaint of blight on the pears. Oats 
are doing nicely and some will be ready 
to cut about the middle of May. 

Work Has Been Pushed. 

“The weather conditions over the south- 
east counties have been favorable and 
farm work has been pushed during the past 
week. About all the cotton has been 
planted, and most of it is up. Corn is be- 
ing plowed. Cane is looking very well. 
A large number of sweet potato slips have 
been set and ‘are doing nicely. The corn 
crop is looking much better, but there is 
complaint of bud worms in sOme counties. 
There will be a large crop of peaches, but 
blight will cut the pear crop short. Rice 
is doing fairly well. High winds have 
damaged small plants in some localities. 
Oats are looking well, but have been set 
back considerably by dry weather. Mul- 
berries, whortleberries and dewberries are 
ripening in Tattnall county. 

“Light rains on the 19th and good rains 
On the 23d have greatly improved crops in 
the southern counties. A good deal of cot- 
ton is up, but the stand is poor in many 
localities. Some chopping has been done. 
Oats are looking very well, and have been 
much benefited by recent rains. Gardens 
have suffered considerably from the dry 
weather, but will now improve if warm 
sunshine follows the rains of the last 
few days. There is complaint of the fruit

‘The condition of crops in the southwest- 
ern counties is improved since the last re- 
port. Good rains have fallen on several 
dates, which greatly revived growing vege- 
tation. Much of the cotton crop is up and 
some is being worked. Corn and cane have 
been worked, and are looking well. but oats 
have suffered from dry weather. Fruit crep 
is improving. A great many sweet potato 
slips have been planted. Some little tobac- 
co set in Decatur county. High winds have 
blown fruit from the trees in some coun- 
ties. The pear crop is poor. 

“In the western ‘counties there has been 
a general though not rapid improvement 
in the condition of most crops. There has 
been plenty of moisture, but the low tem- 
perature has not been conducive to rapid 
growth of vegetation. Much of the early 
planted cotton has been plowed up and 
replanted. Corn is looking very wel] as a 
rule, and some is being worked. Wheat 
and small grains are looking very well. 
The outlook for fruit continues encourag- 
ing. Gardens are looking well, but need 
warmer weather. 


Crops in Fair Condition. 


“With the exception of low temperature 
the weather conditioris in the northwestern 
counties have been favorable to all crops 
and everything is doing well. Wheat and 
oats are looking fine. Frost-bitten irish 
potatoes are coming out, as well as much 
of the corn that was injured. Berries are 
being picked in some localities, but the cool 
weather is retarding their ripening. The 
fruit prospects are good as a rule. 

“Our reporter at Seney, Polk county, 
States that the peach crop is the largest 
he ever saw. Gardens are a little back- 
ward, but improving. Much of the cotton 
crop has been planted, but planting on the 
low ground: has been retarded by the wet 
condition of soil. 

“While the temperature and amount of 
sunshine have been somewhat below nor- 
mal, a general improvement jis noted tn 
nearly all crops througnout the state dur- 
ing the past week.

SOLDIERS SEEK INSURANCE. 
They Want Protection, but Companies 
Are Getting Shy. 

The war has made business for the life 
insurance companies and some of them 
think it is abqut time to call a halt. Up 
to a week or two ago there was nothing 
unusual in the life insurance business, but 
during the last few days there has been 
a rush for insurance. Military men who 
are Hable to be called out and sent to the 
front, got to thinking about what would 
happen to their families if Spanish bul- 
lets or yellow fever should devastate the 
ranks of the American army. Some com- 
panies would not take this class of risks, 
but there were other companies, and 
strong ones, too, which have been writ- 
ing military men without question. Now 
that the invasion of Cuba looks more than 
probable, these companies are beginning 
to hold up. The risk is too great. If one 
knew just what the course of events would 
be and could say definitely that there 
will be no more war than there is today, 
he could make a fortune for some compa- 
ny. The managers and agents do not be- 
lieve this military insurance ig safe and 
they do not consider it as they consider 
the policy they have to run after. Unless 
there is fighting the lapses on these poli- 
cies for soldiers will be a large sum, But 
if there should be hard fighting with 
heavy American losses, some of the great 
corporations would have trouble to keep 
their heads above water. For this reason 


“military men are going to find it harder 


to get life insurance than it was a month 
ago. An Atlanta agent says that usually 
he has to hunt up men to insure and 
then has to work hard on them.

Mitchell street vdaduct, replied yesterday 

that they would not be here. Mr. Howell 

then mailed the contracts to them, which 

they will sign the latter part of the week 

and return at once to the municipal offi- 
Clals, 

The negotiations between the city and 
roads are about to be put in legal and 
binding form. The claims and bridge com- 
mittees, which are now considering the 
claim of alleged damages to the property of 
Mr. T. A. Shelton, who owns a warehouse 
at the corner of Mitchell street and Madi- 
f£0n avenue, have not yet reached a satis- 
factory settlement. of the matter, but hope 
to in the next few days. 

It ts probable the committees will recom- 
mend that council appropriate a sufficient 
sum for the erection of an additional steel 
span to the bridge. The cost will not be 
great, and this will give Mr. Shelton an 
outlet from the basement of his warehouse. 
It is said he will accept this compromise 
and will attempt to hinder the erection of 
the viaduct no further. 

Grant Wilkins, the contractor who will 
be awarded the contract for the steel work, 
has been asked to bring in an estimate of 
an additional steel span. He will submit his 
figures this afternoon, when the bridge and 
claims committees will probably hoid an-

cost is not too great the committees will 
recommend that the Shelton claim be set- 
tled in this way. Otherwise there is a 
Strong probability of Mr. Shelton suing out 
an injunction against the erection of the 
viaduct according to present plans and 
specifications, to which he seriously ob- 
jects. If he should pursue this course the 
building of the bridge might be indefiniteiy 
delayed so as to endanger an additional 
appropriation for the paving by this coun- 
cil at the end of’ the year, as has been 
agreed on provided the bridge is finished 
this year. 

Mayor Collier will sign the contracts for 
the masonry and steel work with Messrs. 
Gude & Walker and Grant Wilkins, re- 
spectively, as soon as the railroad officials 
sign the contract with the city. The work 
will then bagin at once and there is no 
doubt the bridge will be finished before the 
year is out, prov¥led there is no delay on 
account of the Shelton claim. Those in- 
terested say. this can be satisfactorily set- 
tled without any further trouble.
